A Chair of Tuberculosis and Pul- 
monary Diseases at Emory Uni- 
versity Medical School will be en- 
dowed by the Atlanta Tuberculosis 
Assn, as “another step toward the 
control of tuberculosis in this com- 
munity,’”’ Sam McKenzie, president 
of the association, said Thursday. 

The new chair—the first of its 
kind at Emory—will be established 
this fall within the department of 
medicine. About $12,000 will be pro- 
vided by the Atlanta Tuberculosis 
Assn. to finance the project. 


In announcing plans for creating 

the chair at the annual meeting of 
the association; McKenzie pointed 
out that it was made possible by 
Christmas Seal funds. 
He explained a full-time faculty 
member would be provided at Em- 
ory’s medical school to ‘‘encour- 
age and develop the teaching of tu- 
berculosis and pulmonary dis 
eases” for medical students and 
‘resident staffs at Grady Hospital, 
Emory Hospital and the Atlanta 
VA Hospital. 

McKenzie said the faculty mem- 
ber also would supervise care of 
TB patients at Grady Hospital. He 
noted that 70 beds in the new 
Grady building have been allocated 
for tuberculosis patients.

Today’s hand, from a recent 
tournament, has a strange para- 
dox. While declarer has four dis- 
tirct losers, his assets clearly 
amount to 10 tricks. The elusive 
14th trick crops up in the end 
play when East and West win the 
same trick twice as one of East's 
high trumps captures his part- 
ner’s good club. 

South was apparently out for 
mileage in the bidding. He in- 
dulged himself in what appears 
to this observer to be a super- 
fluous bid when he called three 
clubs. After North’s single raise, 
South must discard any fleeting 
notions of slam. — 


West opened the jack of dia- 
monds which held the trick, but 
South ruffed the second round of 
the suit. Declarer then tested 
trumps by playing the ace and 
got the bad news. Inasmuch as a 
diamond trick had already been 
given up and two trump tricks 
must be yielded, it appeared that 
success of the contract would de- 
pend entirely upon picking up 
the club suit. 


Declarer accordingly played 
a high club from his own hand, 
entered dummy with the ace of 
hearts and finessed the jack of 
clubs. When this lost to the 
queen, the contract went on the 
rocks. 


At another table declarer ap- 
proached the problem from a dif- 
ferent angle and observed that 
he had 10 winners without resort- 
ing to the finesse. The count is 
as follows: Ace and king of 
spades; ace and king of clubs; 
ace and king of hearts; a heart 
ruff in dummy and three dia- 
mond ruffs in his own hand. 

After ruffing the second dia- 
mond lead and testing the 
trumps, declarer led a heart to 
dummy’s ace and returned a dia- 
mond to be ruffed in the South 
hand, after which the two high 
clubs were cashed. Then came 
the king of hearts and a heart 
ruff in dummy. 

Up to this point dec] 
cashed eight tricks and still 
tained ace-eight of trumps. Dum-
